‘Did you ever reject dirty milk except 
when the imspéector was present?” : The 
answer has invariably been ''No,' and one 
admitted thats so long as the milk could be 
put through the separator, it was of un 
adequate standard ot cleanliness and purity 
for butter production in his creamery, 

The inspectors have prosecuted the sup- 
pliers of dirty milk in this county in at 
least’ 200 cases. These are only the special 
cases selected from many in which the inspec- 
tors have considered that proceedings ought 
to be instituted. Hence® the number of 
occasions on which they have found farmers 
supplying dirty milk is considerably more; 
and, as the imspectors only visit every crea- 
mery periodically, the number of times dirty 
milk has actually been tendered to the crea- 
meries must be bpointe greater, Yet, 
on the sworn admission of the managers oí 
those .creameries in this county where the 
inspectors have found that dirty milk is ten- 
dered, they have not on one single occasion 
rejected the milk: “The tendering of such 
milk is an offence under the Dairy Produce 
Act. ‘The creamery managers know this.

COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 

Among recent issues of official publications 
is the second annual report of the Industrial 
Assurance Commissioner for Northern Ireland 
covering the year 1926.

The following is the text of the (der by 
the Revenue Commissioners :— 

1. Importers, agents, and other
